This responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request dated and received 
in this Office on August 26, 2019, in which you requested specified records of Attorney 
General William Barr pertaining to Gilbert Sapperstein, dating from January 1990, through 
December 2003. 1 

You have written to the Office of Information Policy of the United States Department 
of Justice, which processes Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) and Privacy Act (PA) 
requests for records it maintains as well as records maintained by the Offices of the Attorney 
General, Deputy Attorney General, Associate Attorney General, Public Affairs, Fegislative 
Affairs, and Fegal Policy. OIP also adjudicates administrative appeals of denials of FOIA/PA 
requests made to the Department. This Office maintains the case files for the individual 
requests and administrative appeals it processes. 

Please be advised, Attorney General files from 1975 through the administration of 
Seventy-Seventh Attorney General William Pelhelm Barr (November 21, 1991 to January 
15, 1993) have been accessioned into the National Archives and Records Administration 
(NARA) in accordance with approved Departmental records disposition schedules and are no 
longer in the custody of the Department of Justice. Accordingly, any Attorney General 
records from this period regarding the subject of your request, to the extent they exist, would 
be maintained by NARA.

This is a standard notification that is given to all our requesters 
and should not be taken as an indication that excluded records do, or do not, exist.
